There are now in the 
provinces of Alberta and Saskat- 
shewan over twenty well eetublish 
ed and well equipped colleries, be- 
sides countless smaller mince 
which are worked spasmodically to 
supply local wants. 

Figures speak lcuder than worde. 
The records kept by the Mines 
Section of the Geological Survey 


| show that in 1887 the coal produc: 


tion of the then Northwast Terri-{« 
tories was for that , year 14,] 69 


the figures for Alberta and Sask- 
atchewan had att. ined over 1,000, 
000 tons, representing a value of 
over $2,000,000, In other words, 
in eighteen years the production 
had increased about fourteen fold. 

But even at a very greatly in- 
creased rate of production, the 
question of exhaustion of the 
fossil fuelis yet in a future ex 
ceedingly remote, for it has been 
calculated that the coal bearing 
region of the great plain provinces, 
between the international bound. 
ary and tne 50th parallel of lati. 
tude, has an area of over 65,000 
equare miles, 

Tn this vast expanse of country 
all the different grades of coal are 
tepresented—from a lignite, con- 
taining 14 per cent moisture, 36 
votile matter and 44 per cent fixed 
carbon, to anthracite with as 
much as 90 per cent fixed carbon. 
This variety of coal allows of each 
industry to be suited to a nicety 
according to its requirements and 
coals of superior quality may be 
found for steam raising, black 
smithing, coke manufacture and 
domestic use, 

One of the features of the coal 
industry of Alberta in 1906 has 
been the inauguration of new meth- 
ods of mining in the Edmonton 
region. Heretofore the coal for the 
use of the district was mined by 
means of tunnels driven on the cos) 
seams which outcrop on the steer 
and high banks of the Saskatche- 
wan. This coal was shipped by 
means of scows. But with the 
zrowth of the region. these means 
were thought inadequate, and with- 
in the last three months shafts 


have been sunk, the deepest to 200] 3 
teet, which will greatly facliitate D 


the extraction, and the coal pro- 
duction is now ready to keep pace 
with the growth of the region ex- 
pected by the most sanguine Kd. 
montonian. The product of the 
mines of this district is a lignite 
coal well adapted to domestic uses. 

At Bankhead, near Banff, the 
Pacific Coal Company is mining 
anthracite- 
this coal for the market is attended 


with the production of a large pro-| 


portion of coal dust. After a long 
series of experiments as to the best 
means of utilizing this dust, a coal 
company is at present erecting a 
very complete and ap- to-date 
briquetting plant, and it is ex- 
pected that within a few months 
an excellent favl, new to Canad, 
will be placed on the market in the 
formof anthracite coal dust bri- 
quettes, 

Oo the mainland of British Co- 
lambia the coal industry has not 
been less active, It is true that in 
1906 tbe only producing company 
besides the Vancouver Island col- 
liaries was the Crow’s Nest C ol 
Uompany, but preparations were 
being made in the Crow’s Nest 
tield, in its northern extension and 
along the line of the Canadian P. - 
cific Ruilway, for the establich- 
ment of new and important mines. 

At present the largest individual 
colliery of British Columbia, and 
of Western Canada for that matter, 
is the Coal Creek Colliery of the 
Crow’s Nest Coal Company, which 
can handle 4,000 tons of coal ina 
day of ten hours, 

Over and above all the prodacing 
fields, there are yet in these p-ov- 
inces vast tracts, underlaid by in- 
calculable quantities of coal, whic! 
are waiting the advent of the rail- 
road to be developed and to become 
important producers, and Mr. Den 
nis believes that, judging from all 
appearances, they will not have to
